Their first aim is demoli¬ 
tion—the destruction of everything which has the 
appearance of superior virtue, which excites their 
envy and hate, and which, by contrast, exposes the 
shameful deformity of their own lives.

GEORGE THOMPSON AND DR. GHEEVER 
AT LEEDS.

The annual demonstration in connection with the 
Leeds Young Men’s Anti-Slavery Society took place 
in the Music Hall, on Tuesday evening, and there 
! " lmerous and very respectable attendance, 
the Mayor, James Kitson, Esq., on rising to open 
the proceedings, Was received with applause. He 
said they were assembled together that evening at 
the invitation of the Young Men’s Anti-Slavery Soci- 
ety, to welcome amongst them gentlemen who were 
the representatives of a race which in another land 
were oppressed by their fellow-men, to manifest their 
sympathy with them and their fellows in bondage, to I 
oder their aspirations to Almighty God that he would 
use the instrument at work on another continent for 
their liberation, and to express their confidence that 
such would he the result of the present struggle 
(applause). He concluded by calling upon 

Mr. James Walker, one of the honorary secretaries, 
to read the annual report. 

The Rev. F. Edwards briefly moved the first reso¬ 
lution, as follows: 

“ That human slavery, as it now exists in the North 
American continent, is a moral, physical, and social evil, a 
flagrant violation of God’s laws, detrimental to the best. 
interests of commerce, and opposed to every principle of 
natural justice, and therefore demands the censure and

Mr. John Andrew seconded the motion, which was 
supported by Mr. Kinnaird, of Hamilton, Canada 
West, and adopted unanimously. 

Mr. George Thompson, of London, was then called I 
upon to address the meeting, and was warmly received. 
After referring to the fact mentioned by the Mayor, 
that thirty years had elapsed since he first uplifted 
his voice before a Leeds audience in the same cause 
as that which had collected them together, lie observed 
that the resolution he had to propose referred to the 
war in America—asked them to deplore the evils 
with which it would be inevitably attended—but at 
the same time to express their earnest hope, and, if 
proof to warrant it could be furnished, their confident 
belief, that the issue of this war would be the entire 
and everlasting overthrow of slavery in America

The meeting of the Leeds Young Men's Anti-Slavery 
Society took place on Tuesday evening.

The interest 
was, moreover, still further deepened by the attend¬ 
ance of Mr. George Thompson, the well-known and 
eloquent lecturer upon this subject, and of Dr. Cheever,. 
one of the most determined and able opponents of 
American slavery that the Northern States have yet 
produced. We confess we think Dr. Cheever hardly 
did justice to the English press in complaining that, 
while discussing the American war, it nearly ignored 
the rights of the slave. As a general rule, the rights 
of the slave and the wrongs and wickedness of slavery 
have been recognized in England as fully as it is pos¬ 
sible to recognize them. If, during the early part of I

From the Potomac to the Rio Grande, from the Atlantic 
to the base of the Alleghany mountains, everything 
was at present tending to a common object, and that 
object was murder. The war was not commenced to 
resist an invading force, nor to conquer some foreign 
adversary; it was a domestic war, a civil war, an 
internecine war, an unnatural war, a fratricidal war, 
horrible war (hear). The evils of the war were 
certain. In magnitude, they were not to be grasped; 
no arithmetic could count the pecuniary loss, and no 
stretch of mind could conceive the injury that would 
be done to the country in a moral point of view. In 
England they were not called upon to furnish their 
sons for the war, but it might bring upon them other 
calamities. There was a calamity impending over 
this country than which, war excluded, nothing could 
be of a more fearful character. A famine of cotton 
would be infinitely worse than a famine of bread; 
for if the harvest were smitten by blight, or the earth 
were to remain sterile by reason of drought, a supply 
of food might be obtained from other countries to 
which God had granted a superfluity, but if they 
experienced a famine of cotton, that was a Calamity 
for which there was no remedy. In that case, there 
would be stagnation, and idleness, and hunger, and 
discontent, and dissatisfaction, and, it might be, revo¬ 
lution. The cause of the war was simply and solely 
slavery. The North was just as much answerable 
for the present state of things as the South; for it 
was the recreancy of the North to principle in the 
framing of the Constitution that allowed slavery to 
become incorporated with their Union at all. There 
was the great mistake, and during the seventy years 
that had passed since, until about eight years ago, 
the North was a consenting party to all the iniquities 
of the South. The North, however, had at last 
awakened to a sense of the impending daDger, and of 
the ultimate success of the North over the South there 
could be no doubt. The population of the Southern 
States, whether slaves or not, was 12,000,000, of 
which the free population was 8,000,000, and the 
slave population 4,000,000. The slaveholders were 
only some 350,000 amongst the 8,000,000, so that 
there were 31,000,000 of human beings plunged into 
fratricidal war for the exclusive benefit of 350,000 of 
the people of the country (hear). It should never 
enter into their calculation that the North would be 
the victim. The South was poor in resources, the 
North was omnipotent and exhaustless; the South 
i navy, the North could command any amount 
•al power for the blockade of the Southern 
coasts or for any other purpose; the South had no 
money, the money of the North was abundant, and 
the credit of the North unlimited. Mr. Russell, in his 
last puMisbed letter from the Southern States, de¬ 
clared that there were not more than 30,000 soldiers 
South Carolina, and more than half of these would 
be inevitably required at home on the plantations to 
which they belonged. There were rumors of servile 
insurrections; there was not a State in the Union in 
which the slaves were not prepared to take advan¬ 
tage of what is occurring; and he did not believe 
that the South could command the resources which 
would enable her to keep the field for the next six 
months (hear, hear). On the side of the North, how- 

- there was perfect union. The highest enthusi- 

and devotion were displayed, and the spirit of 
self-sacrifice was manifested in a way whieh the 
world had scarcely ever witnessed. The Western 
States had offered 250,000 men ; New York bad 
already 100,000; and President Lincoln could at this 
moment call into the field half a million men, besides 
2,000,000 more who were ready if they were wanted 
(applause). The abolition of slavery was not among 
the declared objects of this war; and, inasmuch as n 
not, he should feel little interest in it if he did 
confidently believe that what was not declared 
would, nevertheless, be attained. But if it did not 
take an anti-slavery direction, and lead to the extinc¬ 
tion for ever of that which was the cause of all the 
disquiet, and discord, and contention, and misunder¬

English press did not say much upon the subject of 
slavery, it was because the question of slavery scarcely 
arose. No doubt in its origin slavery played by far 
the deepest part, but neither party to the contest 
came forth as the opponents of slavery. The South 
was its avowed upholder; hut the North was in no 
respect its assailant. The very case of the Repub¬ 
licans—tbat which their advocates in this country 
and in America have always insisted upon—was that 
slavery was not assailed, that the alarm of the South , 
was unfounded, that each State would be master of 
its own policy upon this subject, that the rights of the 
slave-master were sacred, and that the prevention of 
the spread of slavery to the unoccupied Territories 
was the only point in which they differed from their 
opponents, the Secessionists. With such a theory of l 
action, it is hardly wonderful that the press of Eng-1 senfc 
land should have but little expectation of improve¬ 
ment in the condition of the slaves. It is only just 
lately that the contest has assumed anything resem¬ 
bling a slavery and anti-slavery character. Since 
Virginia seceded, since North Carolina threatened, 
since Maryland exerted all her influence in favor of 
the rebels, it has become more probable that the con¬ 
flict will range itself around the question of slavery, 
that the North will grow increasingly convinced of 
the evils of this blighting institution, and more, tho¬ 
roughly determined to sweep away forever a ?urse 
which has already shaken their vast system of govern¬ 
ment, and may, if further developed, end in laying it 
even with the ground.

law which are regarded by publicists and jurists as 
proper guides in the exercise of that despotic and 
almost unlimited authority called the “ war power.” 
A synopsis of these doctrines was given by Mai.-Gen. 
Gaines, at New Orleans, in 1838. 

General Jessup had captured many fugitive slaves 
and Indians in Florida, and had ordered them to be 
vest of the Mississippi.

but Gen. Gaines, commanding that military district, 
refused to deliver them to the sheriff, and appeared 
court, stating his own defence. 

He declared that these people (men, women, and 
children), were captured in war, and held as “prison¬ 
ers of war." That, as commander of that military 
department or district, he held them subject only to 
the order of the National Executive; that he could 
recognize no other power in time of war, or by the 
laws of war, as authorized to take prisoners from his 
possession.

They profess to desire a formal separa¬ 
tion and a recognition of the independence of the rebel 
Confederacy; but, as they know this will not be enter¬ 
tained, they hint that perhaps a reconstruction which 
involved a full guaranty of “ the rights of the Fouth” 
might not prove inadmissible. In some quarters, it is 
vaguely given out that the Crittenden proposition, 
guaranteeing the existence of slavery in all present 
and future territory Bouth of 36 deg. 30 min., would 
not be rejected without careful consideration. And 
from another quarter we hear that President Davis 
would be very happy to accommodate President Lin¬ 
coln with an armistice of sixty or ninety days, to afford 
time for negotiations 1 

These various feelers all imply the same great truth. 
The. finances of the “ Confederate States ” are in a 
condition of hopeless collapse. The new and despe¬ 
rate expedient of making their Treasury Notes a legal 
tender, and exchanging them for the notes of all their 
banks, is simply a contrivance for absorbing the spe¬ 
cie of the New Orleans banks, and whatever other 
movable capital may remain in the South, into the 
gulf of universal bankruptcy. The “ Confederate” 
armies are cowed if not disorganized. They dare not 
step on the soil of the loyal States. They dare not 
attack Cairo, nor Pickens, nor our . lines in front of | 
Alexandria and Arlington. They dare not meet the 
Unionists in fair and open battle. These rebel soldiers 
get no pay, and their ranks require constant reinforce¬ 
ment by drafts and conscriptions. Washington hav¬ 
ing become sour grapes to their leaders, who are at 
their wit’s end for provisions, arms, and munitions, 
they would like to improve their solemn circum¬ 
stances in any possible manner—fighting being the 
recourse that they have least stomach for. Yet rLt-y 
may be driven even to that. 

There are a few primary truths that should be 
borne steadily in mind—these, namely : 

1. To enter into an armistice with the traitors 
effect, to acknowledge their independence. An armis¬ 
tice between warring nations may be proper; 
between a rightful government and a wicked rebel¬ 
lion its advantages must all inure to the latter. 
Equality is the implied basis of every armistice. 

2. The rebels are in a state of virtual famine, from 
which an armistice would instantly relieve them. 
They would sell their remaining tobacco, sugar and 
cotton, buying in return arms, ammunition and bread- 
stuffs. They would thus be enabled to resume hostili¬ 
ties with immensely increased power of doing mis¬ 
chief. 

3. Their wheat crop is already ripe or ripening at 
the far south. Forty to sixty days hence, they will 
be grinding new corn and eating it. They might then 
subsist a large army at half the present cost. 

4. They now pretend that they have 150,000 men 
under arms in Virginia. We do not believe it; and 
it is morally certain that they cannot concentrate 
100,000 and hold them together through a bare fort¬ 
night, for want of tents, wagons, provisions, etc. 
Tbeir boasted numbers', then, if they had them, would 
avail little against a large, compact, well-appointed, 
advancing army. 

5. Were a Union force of one hundred thousand 
men, with artillery, cavalry, and ample supplies, now 
ready to move from Washington on Richmond, it 
would not be necessary to attack strongly-intrenched 
and fortified positions, such as Manassas Gap is said 
to be or is to be. Such positions might be safely 
turned or observed, so long as it is morally certain 
that famine must soon compel their abandonment in 
default of fresh and constant supplies; it may or may 
not be the same after harvest.

sick, and contribute to the maintenance of the war, 
often more than the same number of males. The 
slave children equally contribute whatever they 
able to the support of the war. Indeed he well sup¬ 
ported General Butler’s declaration, that “ slaves are 
contraband of war." 

_ The military officer, said he, can enter into no judi¬ 
cial examination of the claim of one man to the hones 
and muscle of another as property. Nor could he, as 
a military officer, know what the laws of Florida 
were while engaged in maintaining the Federal 
government by force of arms. In such case he could 
only be guided by the laws of war ; and, whatever 
may be the laws of any State, they must yield to the 
safety of the Federal government. This defence of 
Gen. Gaines may be found in House Doc. No. 225, of 
the 2d Session of the 25th Congress. He sent the 
slaves West, where they became free. 

Louis, the slave of a man named Pacheco, betrayed 
Major Dade’s battalion, in 1836, and when he had 
witnessed their massacre he joined the enemy. Two 
years subsequently he was captured. Pacheco 
claimed him ; Gen. Jessup said if he had time he 
would try him before a court-martial and hang him, 
but would not deliver him to any man. He, how¬ 
ever, sent him West, and the fugitive slave became a 
free man, and is now fighting the Texans. Gen. Jes¬ 
sup reported his action to the War Department, and 
Mr. Van Buren, then President, with his Cabinet, 
approved it. Pacheco then appealed to Congress, 
asking that body to pay him for the loss of his slave; 
and Mr. Greeley will recollect that he and myself I 
and a majority of the House of Representatives voted 
against the bill, which was rejected. All concurred 
in the opinion that Gen. Jessup did right in emanci¬ 
pating the slave instead of returning him to his 
master. 

In 1838 Gen. Taylor captured a number of negroes 
said to be fugitive slaves. Citizens of Florida learn¬ 
ing what had been done, immediately gathered 
around his camp intending to secure the slaves who 
had escaped from them. Gen. Taylor told them that 
he had no prisoners but “ prisoners of war.” TJ 
claimants then desired to look at them in order 
determine whether he was holding their slaves i 
prisoners. The veteran warrior replied that no mi_- 
should examine his prisoners for such a purpose; and 
he ordered them to depart. This action being reported 
to the War Department was approved bv tne Execu¬ 
tive. The slaves, however, were sent West and set 
free. 

In 1836 Gen. Jessup wanted guides and men to act 

: spies. He therefore engaged several fugitive 
slaves to act as such, agreeing to secure the free¬ 
dom of themselves and families if they served the 
government faithfully. They agreed to do so, ful¬ 
filled their agreement, were sent West and set free. 
Mr. Van Buren’s Administration approved the con¬ 
tract, and Mr. Tyler’s Administration approved the 
manner in which Gen. Jessup fulfilled it, by setting 
the slaves free. 

In December, 1814, Gen. Jackson impressed a large 
number of slaves at and near New Orleans, and kept 
them at work erecting defences, behind which his 
troops won such glory on the 8th of January, 1815. 
The masters remonstrated. Jackson disregarded 
their remonstrances, and kept the slaves at work 
until many of them were killed by tbe enemy ’s shots ; 
yet his action was approved by Mr. Madison and 
Cabinet, and by Congress, which has ever refused to 
pay the masters for their loss. But in all these cases, 
the masters were professedly friends of the govern¬ 
ment ; yet our Presidents and Cabinets and Generals 
have not hesitated to emancipate their slaves, when¬ 
ever in time of war it was supposed to be for the 
interest of the country to do so. This was done in 
the exercise of the “ war power ” to which Mr. Adams 
referred in Congress, and for which he had the most 
abundant authority. But I think no records of this 
nation, nor of any other nation, will show an instance 

which a fugitive slave has been sent back to a 

tster who was in rebellion against the very govern- 

nt who held his slave as captive. 

From these precedents I deduce the following doc- 


1. That slaves belonging to an enemy are now, 
and have ever been regarded as belligerents; may 
he lawfully captured and set free, sent out of the 
State, or otherwise disposed of at the will of the 
Executive. 

2. That as slaves enable an enemy to continue 
and carry on tbe war now waged against our govern- 

nt, it becomes the duty of all officers and loyal 
izens to use every proper means to induce the slaves

Nothing I could say can be worth one fact which 
has forced itself upon my mind in reference to the 
sentiments which prevail among the gentlemen of 
this'State. I have been among them for several days. 
I have visited their plantations, I have conversed 
with them freely and fully, and I have enjoyed that 
frank, courteous, and graceful intercourse which con¬ 
stitutes an irresistible charm of their society. From 
all quarters have come to my ears the echoes of the 
same voice ; it may be feigned, but there is no dis¬ 
cord in the note, ana it sounds in wonderful strength 
and monotony all over the country. Shades of] 
George HL, of North, of Johnson, of all who con¬ 
tended against the great rebellion which tore these 
colonies from England, can you heto the chorus which 
rings through the State 1 of Marion, Sumter, and 
Pinckney, and not clap your ghostly hands in 
umph ? That voice says, “ If we could only get 
of the royal race of "England to rule over us, 
should be content.” Let there he no misconception 
on this point. That sentiment, varied in a hundred 
ways, has been repeated to me over and over again. 
There is a general admission that the means to such 
an end are wanting, and that the desire cannot be 
gratified. But the admiration for monarchical insti¬ 
tutions on the English model, for privileged classes, 
and for a landed aristocracy and gentry, is undis¬ 
guised and apparently genuine. With the pride of j 
having achieved their independence is mingled in the 
South Carolinians’ hearts a strange regret at the 
result and consequences, and many are they who 
“ would go back to-morrow if we could.” An intense 
affection for the British connection, a love of British 
habits and customs, a respect for British sentiment, 
law, authority, order, civilization, and literature, 
nreeminently distinguish the inhabitants of this 
>tate, who, glorying in their descent from ancient 
families on the three islands, whose fortunes they 
still follow, and with whose members they maintain 
not unfrequently familiar relations, regard with an 
aversion of which it is impossible to give an idea to | 
one who has not seen its manifestations, the people of 
New England and the populations of the Northern 
States, whom they regard as tainted beyond cure by 
the venom of “ Puritanism.” Whatever may be the 
cause, this is the fact and the effect. “The State of 
South Carolina was,” I am told, “ founded by gentle¬ 
men.” It was not established by witch-burning 
Puritans, by cruel persecuting fanatics, who implanted 
in the North the standard of Torquemada, and 
breathed into the nostrils of their newly-born colonies 
all the ferocity, bloodthirstiness, and rabid intole¬ 
rance of the Inquisition. It is absolutely astounding 
to a stranger who aims at the preservation of a

tians nor gentlemen among them ! ” “Anything on the 
earth 1 exclaims a third, “ any form of government, 
any tyranny or despotism you will; but ’’—and here 
is an appeal more terrible than the adjuration of all 
tbe gods—“ nothing on earth shall ever induce us to 
submit to any union with the brutal, bigoted black¬ 
guards of the New England States, who neither com¬ 
prehend nor regard the feelings of gentlemen 1 Man, 
woman,^and child, we’ll die tlntX.” Imagine these 
by courtly, well-educated men, who set great store on 
a nice observance of the usages df society, and who 
are only moved to extreme bitterness and anger 
when they speak of the North, and you will fail to 
conceive the intensity of the dislike of the South Caro¬ 
linians for the free States. There are national anti¬ 
pathies on our side of the Atlantic which are tolera¬ 
bly strong, and have been unfortunately pertinacious 
and long-lived. The hatred of the Italian for the 
Tedesco, of the Greek for the Turk, of the Turk for 
the Russ, is warm and fierce enough to satisfy the 
Prince of Darkness, not to speak of a few little pet 
aversions among allied Powers and the atoms of I 
composite empires; but they are all mere indifference 
and neutrality of feeling compared to the animosity 
evinced by the “ gentry ” of South' Carolina for the 
" rabble of the North.” 

The contests of Cavalier and Roundhead, of Yen- 
dean and Republican, even of Orangeman and Croppy, I 
have been elegant joustings, regulated by the finest 
rules of chivalry, compared with those which North' 
and South will carry on if their deeds support their 
words. “ Immortal hate, the study of revenge,” will 
actuate every blow, and never in the history of the 
world, perhaps, will go forth such a dreadful vee vic- 
tis as that which may be heard before the fight has 
begun. There is nothing in all the dark caves of 
human "11888100 so cruel and deadly as the hatred the 
South Carolinians profess for the Yankees. That 
hatred has been swelling for years till it is the ve 
life-blood of the State. It has set South Carolina .J 
work steadily to organize her resources for the strug¬ 
gle which she intended to provoke if it did not come 
in the course of time. “ Incompatibility of temper ” 
would have been sufficient ground for the divorce, 
and I am satisfied that there has been a deep-rooted 
design, conceived in some men’s minds thirty years 
ago, and extended gradually year after year to 
others, to break away from the Union at the very 
first opportunity. The North is to South Carolina a 
corrupt and evil thing, to which for long years she 
has been bound by burning chains, while monopolists 
and manufacturers fed on her tender limbs. She has 
been bound in a Maxentian union to the object she 
loathes. New England is to her the incarnation of | 
moral and political wiekedness and social corruption. 
It is the source of everything which South Carolina 
hates, and of the torrents of free thought and taxed 
manufactures, of abolitionism and of filibustering, 
which have flooded the land. Believe a Southern 
man as he believes himself, and you must regard 
New England and the kindred States as the birth¬ 
place of impurity of mind among men and of unchas¬ 
tity in women—the home of free love, of Fourierism, 
of infidelity, of abolitionism, of false teachings in 
political eeonomv and in social life; a land saturated 
with the drippings of rotten philosophy, with the 
poisonous infections of a fanatic press ; without honor 
or modesty ; whose wisdom is paltry cunning, whose 
valor and manhood have been swallowed up in 
corrupt, howling demagogy, and in the marts of „ 
dishonest commerce. It is the merchants of New 
York who fit out ships for the slave trade, and carry 
it on in Yankee ships. It is the capital of the North 
which supports, and it is Northern men who concoct 
and execute, the filibustering expeditions which have 
brought discredit on the slaveholding States. In the 
large cities people are corrupted by itinerant and 
ignorant lecturers—in the towns and in the country 
by an unprincipled press. The populations, indeed, 
know how to read and write, but they don’t know 
how to think, and they are the easy victims of the 
wretched impostors on all the ’ologies and ’isms who 
swarm over the region, and subsist by lecturing on 
subjects which the innate vices of mankind induce 
them to accept with eagerness, while they assume the 
garb of philosophical abstractions to cover their nasti¬ 
ness in deference to a contemptible and universal 
hypocrisy.

monopolized and made their fortunes by it. Under 
all the varied burdens and miseries to which Bhe was 
subjected, the South held fast to her sheet-anchor. 
South Carolina was the mooring ground in which it 
found the surest hold. The doctrine of State Rights 
was her salvation, and the fiercer the storm raged 
against her—the more stoutly demagogy, immigrant 
preponderance, and the blasts of universal suffrage 
bore down on her, threatening to sweep away the 
vested interests of the South in her right to govern 
the States—the greater was her confidence and the 
more resolutely she held on her cable. The North 
attracted “ hordes of ignorant Germans and Irish,” 
and the scum of Europe, while the South repelled 
them. The industry, the capital of the North 
increased with enormous rapidity, under the influence 
ot cheap labor and manufacturing ingenuity and 
enterprise, in the villages which swelled into towns, 
and the towns which became cities, under the 
unenvious eye of the South. She, on the contrary, 
toiled on slowly, clearing forests and draining 
swamps to find new cotton grounds and rice fields, 
for tlie employment of her only industry and for the 
development of her only capital—“ involuntary labor.” 
The tide of immigration waxed stronger, and by 
degrees she saw the districts into which she claimed 
the right to introduce that capital closed against her, 
and occupied by free labor. The doctrine of “ squatter 
-sovereignty,” and the force of Hostile tariffs, which 
placed a heavy duty on _the very articles which the 
South most required, completed the measure of 
injuries to which she was subjected, and the spirit of 
discontent found vent in fiery debate, in personal 
insults, and in acrimonious speaking and writing, 
which increased in intensity in proportion as the 
abolition movement, and the contest between the 
Federal principle and State Rights, became more 
vehement. I am desirous of showing in a few words, 
for the information of English readers, how it is that 
the Confederacy which Europe knew simply as a 
political entity has succeeded in dividing itself. The 
slave States held the doctrine, or say they did, that 
each State was independent as France or as England, 
but that for certain purposes they chose a common 
agent to deal with foreign nations, and to impose 
taxes for the purpose of paying the expenses of the 
agency. We, it appears, talked of American citizens 
when there were no such beings at all. There were, 
indeed, citizens of the sovereign State of South Caro¬ 
lina, or of Georgia or Florida, who permitted them¬ 
selves to pass under that designation, but it was 
merely as a matter of personal convenience. It will 
be difficult for Europeans to understand this doctrine, 
as nothing like it has been heard before, and no such 
Confederation of sovereign States has ever existed in 
any country in the world. The Northern men deny 
that it existed here, and claim for the Federal 
government powers not compatible with such assump¬ 
tions. They have lived for the Union, they served it, 
they labored for and made money by it. A man as a 
New York man was nothing—as an American citizen 
he was a great deal. A South Carolinian objected to 
lose his identity in any description which included 
him and a “ Yankee clockmaker ” in the same cate¬ 
gory. The Union was against him ; he remembered 
that he came from a race of English gentlemen who 
had been persecuted by the representatives—for he 
will not call them the ancestors—of the Puritans of 
New England, and he thought that they were ani¬ 
mated by the same hostility to himself. He was proud 
of old names, and he felt pleasure in tracing his con¬ 
nection with old families in the old country. His 
plantations were held by old charters, or had been in 
the hands of his fathers for several generations ; and 
he delighted to remember that- when the Stuarts 
were banished from their throne and their cquntry, 
the burgesses of South Carolina had solemnly elected 
the wandering Charles king of their State, and had 
offered him an asylum and a kingdom. The philoso¬ 
phical historian may exercise his ingenuity in conjec¬ 
turing what would have been the result if the fugitive 
had carried his fortunes to Charleston. 

South Carolina contains 34,000 square miles and a 
population of 720,000 inhabitants, of whom 385,000 
are black slaves. In the old rebellion it was distracted 
between revolutionary principles and the loyalist pre- 
faltfiluTto "ffeorge III, nor did they yield~tiirWash- 
ington sent an army to support their antagonists, and 
drove them from the colony. 

In my next letter I shall give a brief account of a 
risit to some of the planters, as far as it can be made 
consistent with the obligations which the rites and 
rights of hospitality impose on the guest as well as 
upon the host. These gentlemei? are well-bred, cour¬ 
teous, and hospitable. A genuine aristocracy, they 
have time to cultivate their minds, to apply them¬ 
selves to politics and the guidance of public affairs. 
They travel and read, love field sports, racing, shoot¬ 
ing, hunting and fishing, are bold horsemen, and 
;ood shots. But, after all, their State is a modern 
Sparta—an aristocracy resting on a helotry, and 
with nothing else to rest upon. Although they pro¬ 
fess (and I believe, indeed, sincerely) to hold opinions 
in opposition to the opening of the slave trade, it is 
nevertheless true that the clause in the Constitution 
of the Confederate States which prohibited the impor¬ 
tation .of negroes was especially and energetically 
resisted by them, because, as they say, it seemed to 
be an admission that slavery was in itself an evil and 
a wrong. Their whole system rests on slavery, and 
as such they defend it. They entertain very exagge¬ 
rated ideas of the military strength of their little 
community, although one may do full justice to its 
military spirit. Out of their whole population they 
cannot reckon more than 60,000 adult men by any 
arithmetic, and as there are nearly 30,000 plantations 
which must be, according to law, superintended by 
white men, a considerable number of these adults 
cannot be spared from the State for service in the 
open field. The planters boast that they can raise 
their crops without any inconvenience by the labor of 
their negroes, and they seem confident that the negroes 
will work without superintendence. But the experi¬ 
ment is rather dangerous, and it will only be tried in 
the last extremity. 

SOUTHERN DEGENERACY. 

Dickens, the great analyst of human nature, some¬ 
where describes the effect of dry rot upon individuals. 

It is a curious, somewhat phenomenal sort of decay, 
akin to that which eats to powder the tough fibre of 
the oaken beam while leaving its external aspect 
almost unchanged. The approaches of dry rot are 
insidious. Suppose Brown to have been seized with 
it, he exhibits an imperceptible tendency to lounge ; 
little indications of neglect blossom out upon his 
attire; your letter of Wednesday he replies to, per¬ 
haps, on Saturday, making some vague excuse for 
the delay. He develops a tendency to loiter aim¬ 
lessly about, wearing a thin pretence of being occu¬ 
pied with something useful. Presently you remark 
in Brown an apathy of manner in the morning, a 
tremulousness of hand and a faint approach of pal¬ 
lor, indicative of irregularities. His note goes to pro¬ 
test, perhaps. He takes it up, pays the notary s lee, 
and, declaring it to be a mistake, plunges with energy 
into his business, and makes quite a dust for a day 
or two. By and by you remark about him an odor 
of strong waters. At this stage, ten to one you will 
also observe fitful bursts of energy, immediately fol¬ 
lowed by relapses of pathetic inactivity and n—

(U X j lu „„ habitually slipshod, both in 

garment and in manner. He is in debt, likewise, and 
spends much of bis time in indignant remonstrance 
with duns. At this stage of the ravages of dry rot 
he takes on an air of general bravado. He is a gen¬ 
tleman. Is he to be badgered in this manner with 
paltry bills ? He is a person of family and conse¬ 
quence, he will have you to know. He flouts his 
faded magnificence in your face. He is conscious of 
degradation, but be will brazen it out. This is the 
final stage of Brown’s demoralization. He attempts, 
— occasion, to brazen it out with the constituted 
„ irdians of the peace, whereupon he suddenly finds 
himself in the watch-house with a wet bandage about 
his head, and a charge of wanton assault lodged 
against him before the magistrate. 

The case of the South is precisely analogous to 
that which we have stated. It is approaching the 
final stage of dry rot. It has been progressing 
steadily through the intermediate stages for half a' 
century. It has taken slavery to its heart as the sot 
takes the cup to his lips. It has seen its fine valleys 
wither and grow desolate under the fatal regimen 
with the same apathy that the drunkard beholds the 
dissipation of his estate. It has seen the North build¬ 
ing up noble material prosperity; a civilization of 
intelligence, cultivation and industry; a broad ana 
catholic educational system ; a public credit marvel¬ 
lous in the rapidity of its creation and the stability
